Early Settlers In Horse 


Capitol Of Va. 


Leave Culture And Sporting Traditions 


by Mrs. Winnie Gartrell 


Beginning with the Chinns and 
Powells, founders of Middleburg 
whose early history is well known 
locally, a large list of early settlers 
made our town what it is today, for 
much of their old-time graciousness 
and culture is evident in théir descend- 
ants. The Cavalier flair for racing 
and hunting makes this today the 
“horse capital’ for the ancient “sport 
of Kings.” 

The two communities of the Pot 
House and Middleburg, then as now, 
were closely knit by mutual interests. 

Early property owners of the Pot 
House were the Kyles, said to have 
been forebears of the late Dr. Richard 
H. Holt. Clay for modelling pots and 
other utensils was dug from the 
nearby Loudoun Camp Ground, hence 
the unique name of the village. The 
Kyle holdings in Loudoun County date 
back to 1733 when the present Fox- 
croft belonged to them. 

What is said to have been the first 
race track in Loudoun County is now 
a part of the show ring at Foxcroft 





School. This antedates the Upper- 
ville Colt and Horse Show by more 
than 100 years, having been in use 
about 1740, according to local lore. 
“Benton,” present home of Mr. and 
Mrs. D. C. Dands, two hundred vears 
ago was owned by W. F. Lucketts and 
was known as “Southern View.” Here 
Mr. Lucketts is said to have operated 
a distillery for a number of years. 
Coming down to later dates, The 
Hill, now the home of Miss Julia 
Whiting, was the property a century 
ago of Henry F. Grant. This large 
colonial mansion in its grove of fine 
old trees, commands a splendid view 
of the town. 
3urr Noland once owned and oc- 
cupied the present residence of ex- 
Mayor George E. Vogel and Mrs. 
Vogel. This house is next door to 
Emmanuel Episcopal church. 
Another family closely linked with 
early Middleburg History is the 
Rogers clan who once owned and 
lived at “Oakham,” now the country 
place of Mrs. Henry Fairfax. The 
present home of Miss Katherine 
Woodward also was once a part of the

I see by your letter, my dear, that 
you can cuss just as neatly as you 
ever did. So you are “dying to hear 
all about Middleburg.” Of course 
you don’t exactly mean the artistic, 
picturesque village? When I hear 
what a gem it was thirty years ago 
with huge trees on each side, quaint 
old buildings, I can hardly believe it.

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Editorials 


THE FATE OF ENDEAVOUR 


The possible disaster to the Endeavour, T. O. M. Sopwith’s beauti- 
ful first challenger for the America’s cup, casts a deep shadow over 
this great sporting enterprise which has lasted for so many years be- 
tween America and the United States. Since 1851 when the Yacht 


America first crossed the ocean to race the Royal Yacht Squadron 
there have been sixteen English boats that have either sailed across 
the ocean or been towed to compete in this great yachting classic. 








That iae twenty sailors who composed the crew of Endeavour 
have disappeared beneath the waves of the Atlantic is a major catas- 
trophe too serious to be contemplated. When it is remembered that 
this boat has a welded steel hull, a small jury rig instead of her 160 
foot mast, and is manned by a capable crew headed by the veteran, 
Captain Ned Heard, the chances that she will sail up the English 
coast within ten days to two weeks can still be confidently predicted. 

The unfortunate part of this episode of the sea is the fact that the 
boat was being towed when the 100 mile an hour gale overtook it. If 
left to her own devices, the yacht with her deep keel, and splendid 
hull construction could not have been sunk by any sea short of an un- 
usual hurricane. The danger in the present situation lies in the 400 
fathoms of 9 inch steel cable by which the boat was being towed. 
This broke only 120 feet from the Viva or in other words this great 
jength of steel cable weighing many tons was attached to the bow of 
the yacht leose in mountainous seas. There are some who feei that 
the great cable might have acted as a sea anchor to steady the boat, 
bat the more likely probability seems to be that it would cause such 
a serious weight at the bow as to cause the boat to bury its head into 
the waves rather than rise with them. 

Unless the cable was fastened in such a way as to be speedily loos- 
ened from the bow, it must have been a terrific handicap to sur- 
mount. 


Another possibility that might have occurred, although it seems 
too sad to contemplate until more definite information is forthcoming 
is that the yacht, being towed through huge seas might have had her 
superstructure washed overboard as she rolled from side to side and 
a succeeding wave, filling the boat, might have caused it to sink at 
which time the cable broke. The terrific size and force of the sea 
can be well estimated by the fact that the yacht towing astern had 
not been sighted for half an hour when they found the tow line part- 
ed. The seas were so high that the cup defender had become hidden 
by their mountainous slopes. 

The sea has ever been prone to play its weird pranks with the best 
that mew achieve, and it can only be fervently hoped, that this seri- 
ous situation is not as serious as it now seems, and that the lost boat 
with its 20 seamen are still on their way to their homes in England.

Recipes For To-day 


CHICKEN TERRAPIN 


Take some livers and gizzards of 
turkeys, boil them until done, chop 


them fine and put them in a sauce- 
pan, to one pint of giblets add a tea- 





cup of the water that they have been 
boiled in, one and a half ounces of 
butter, an even teaspoon of grated 
nutmeg, an even teaspoon of dry 
mustard (which must be mixed up 
with some hot water to make a 
paste). Two gills of sherry, the juice 
of one half of a lemon and salt to 
taste. Boil for a few minutes and 
serve on toast that has been butter- 
ed and moistened with cream. This 
is also good if made with cold tur- 
key or chicken, or chicken or turkey 
with equal parts of the giblets. 


BORTCH—(A Russian Soup) 


1 soup bone 

2 pounds of round steak 

A heaping plate of beets shredded 
very fine, 

1 cup of carrots. 

A heaping plate of shredded cab- 
bage. 

2 tablespoonsfull of butter. 

2 tablespoons of flour. 

1 pint of tomato juice. 

One-half pint of sour 
cream. 

Pepper and salt. 

Boil the bones in two quarts of 
water for one-half hour, then add 
meat, pepper and salt. After one- 
half hour add the beets, carrots and 
tomato juice. Boil one-half hour 
longer then add the cabbage and po- 
tatoes. Boil one-half hour more 
and add the butter and flour, which 
have been browned together. Boil 
up once and serve in a large tureen 
along with the pieces of meat. Pass 
a bowl of sour cream, whipped to 
put in the soup. With this serve 
pieces of French bread. This dish is 
really a meal unto itself. Top off 
with a fruit compote and a demi 
tasse and most people will be, and 
will feel well fed. If the fruit com- 
pote is not attractive to you have a 
good salad and a cheese board of 
several mixed cheeses and a pat of 
butter and some toasted Bents water 
crackers.

CUBBING SEASON 
IN FULL SWING 


Our familiar hills and valleys have 
been echoing more and more at the 
break of dawn these past two weeks 
to the voicing of certain unmistak- 
able sounds which tell us that hounds 
are out again and cubbing has start- 
ed in earnest. What is more, judging 
by the various reports far and wide, 
there seems to be no dearth of foxes 
this year. 

Master Dan Sands and Huntsman 
Maddox have had the Middleburg 
Hunt's young hounds out three times 
a week lately, starting a fox almost 
every time they have drawn, and get- 
ting splendid runs. Hunting in the 
vicinity of Little River Church on 
Wednesday, September 17th, the 
Middleburg Pack accounted after a 
run which lasted nearly an hour. 

Whe Piedmont Hunt pack, with 
Josh Crauen returned to the fold, has 
been going great guns these early 
mornings. Out two to three times a 
week sinee cubbing started, Dr. A. C. 
Randolph, M. F. H., and Huntsman 
Crauen have found foxes numerous 
with the young entry giving excellent 
account. 

This year Piedmont will be unique 
among the Virginia packs in experi- 
encing the unusual distinction of a 
hunting parson in the field. The 
Rey. C. J. Ryley, new sports-loving 
Rector of Upperville’s Trinity Church 
an Englishman of great charm from 
South Africa who has seen active 
service as a member of the North- 
west Mounted as well, and 1s withall 
a most understanding man in the pui- 
pit, versed in his profession, is al- 
ready of much interest to the people 
of this community, from a sirictly 
human side of affairs, and wil] hunt 
frequently. ;
